How to Toll When Feather Aro
lllpe Choice Uruuhe Sail For Fifty

Uollnn Facts About the Tails of the
Proud lllriU

The oldfashioned fly brushes of
peacock feathers are coming back into
fashion and one woman in South
Carolina is a snug little in
come the manufacture and sale of
thorn to Northern visitors

Of course the feathers must be
plucked in May or the early part of
Juno if wish to Imvo them in the
best condition said this maker of
peacock fly brashes whoso name by
the way is Mrs John Jones After
that time the fowl begins to shed thorn
and they are not so good I some
times pluck a part of a tail and let tho
bird go for another week because I
find nil the feathers are not ripe How
can I tell Why when there is the
slightest blood at the stems When
perfectly ripe they come out easily
and the stems aro not the slightest
bit discolored

In price my brushes range from
25 to 50 Those at the

price contain only tho feathers from
one fowl while tho more expensive
ones have carefully sorted feathers
from half a dozen tails

In making I begin with tho handles
the foundation of is of some
strong light wood Over this wooden
stick I fit the long sterns of the best
tail feathers which I havo scraped
clean and white Then I weave back
and forth over and under those stems
black or darkgreen braid about an
inch in width Tho effect is very
pretty and it will last as long as there
is a feather The lower end of this
handle I finish by a neat capoflcather
the color of the braid-

I next prepare to put on the brush
In the or upper end of the
stick I have out throe grooves on tho
upper of these I fasten a funnel shaped
piece of small end
just fitting the by wrapping
with a strong flax thread This done
I put on the first row of feathers
Selecting the I fit the stems
around the funnel carefully keeping
the feather ends on a line and the eyes
turned out Then I Ito them first at
the groove where tho tunnel is tied
and then in tho groove below clip
ping tho stems off just below the
second wrapping

Next with a coarse noodle and
some of tho flax thread I string those
feathers and tack firmly to tho paste
board funnel about a from
tho upper edge Bemomber that tho
success of your brush depends on the
security with which this first tow is
attached to tho stick anti the paste
board funnel Between tho top of this
pasteboard and the eyes of this row
the feathers must be throe
times and the thread firmly tied

The next row is put on about tho
same way except that tho onus of the
feathers como far enough down to
show tho eyes in tho first row while
the stems are wrapped in the middle
and lowest grooves Tho succeeding
rows are much more easily fitted in
as there are but three points to ob
serve First let the eyes of the pro
ceding row be plainly visible second
wrap the stem ends firmly and third
string them in such a manner
threads will not show A brush so
made will show a succession of

eyes and the effect is
ly rich

Now to cover the wrapping where
brush and handle meet I either put
on u tapering leather cover to match
the cap at the lower end of the handle-
or a piece of stiff canvas with
the breast feathers I think make the
handsomest and the most appropriate
bnse from which the tail feathers ap-
pear to spring I sometimes cover
the handles with plaited leather or
with palmetto but most of my orders

Peafowls are not numerous as
they lay very few eggs The first
year a hen lays only two eggs and then
ono more for every year after The
young are very delicate but when ma-
tured I think they almost never dio
Two of my cooks Tarn sure are twen
tyfive years old They are very use-
ful on a farm as they frighten away
hawks thus protecting tho other

and tho negroes and many
wellinformed have great faith
in them as weather prophets

I have ten cooks consequently
have ton tails a season of my
own raising but I buy those of other
farmers wives all through tho State
paying from 2 to 5 according to tho
quality of the Tho older a
fowl the heavier and bettor is its tail
In a good season I have all the sum-
mer and fall to make my brushes and
BO 1 do tho work entirely Last sea
son I sold forty while for next season
I already have ordered I
dont think they really are going to
be used to brush away the at
meals as are hero in the South
but will be adapted as ornamental
and many ladles add them to
their oriental rooms or corners It
has always been a to mo why
the feathers of these fowls havo not
somo regular market value as they
are beautiful durable and can be
taken from the bird without causing-
it pain Somo day I am sure they
will be much sought after so I am
gradually increasing my flock

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ARGONAUTS OF SOUTH AFRICA

Scone Following the Discovery of Uoli-
liu tile TrnniVDii-

lKlyila R Steege writing of South
Africa id St Nicholas tells of tho dis-

covery of gold In tho Transvaal and
thosgrowth of Johannesburg

A Gorman nomad Jlauoh was the
first to discover evidences of gold In
the Trausvanl but failing to interest
his fellow countrymen in mining in so
difficult and distant a country noth-
ing came of his discovery Not until
an Englishman Strnben by name
found tho tho Transvaal again
was any special interest taken in the
matter Ho spread the news and in
a years time from first opening of
tho country twenty thousand people
had arrived on the spot eager to mako
fortunes They camo from every part
of the world and included every class
of persona miners from California
and other Western States younger
sons of wellknown English families
adventurers and speculators and poo
plo who had given up respectable
steady occupations and businesses to
join in the mall rush for gold This
crowd of excited eager men some
women and children were among them
too pitched touts or nailed together-
a few boards for protection or built
frail leaky shanties of iroii
bent into wavy ridges corrugated
and began their now life

They wero over n thousand miles
from tho seacoast and some of them
who could not find any other method
of traveling or could not afford an-

other had come after leaving tho
railroad five hundred miles on foot

There they were when they reached
the goldfields in a country without
trees or other than grass
on the high bare veldt like our
prairie tho great South African pla-
teau which is in tho Transvaal
about six thousand feet above sea
level and to which all material for
building all conveniences and neces-
sities for living and much of their
food had to be brought In oxcarts
and carried sometimes from even the
distant coast

This was in 1880 and now whore
tho first little wooden sheds and touts
wero put up stands Johannesburg A

city of one hundred thousand inhabi
tants a fine town with good buildings
electric lights and street railways
Stretching away from it toward tho
east and west runs tho gold region
some forty or fifty miles in length
You will hear this roof which was in
prehistoric times the edgs of a great
ocean called the Baud This
term is an abbreviation of Witwaters
rand which moans white water ridge
and the ridge or reef forms the water
shed between the Atlantic and Indian
oceans There are a groat many of
these Band mines and tho amount of
gold taken from them has long since
exceeded the from any other
part of the world California and Aus-

tralia are left quite behind in their

Tho finest of manicure acids is
made by putting a teaspoonful of
lemon juice in a cupful of warm water
This removes most stains from tho
fingers and nails and loosens tho
cuticle more satisfactorily than can
bo done by tho Use of a sharp instru

Lemon juico and salt will removo
rust stains from linen without injury-
to the fabric Wot the stains with the
mixture and put the article in tho
sun Two or throe applications may
be necessary if the stain is of long-
standing but the remedy never fails
